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FOREWORD 


Present  day  methods  of  education  require  that  activities  relating  to  life 
outside  the  school  shall  bear  an  important  relation  to  the  subjects  taught 
within  school.  The  curriculum  must  be  enriched  and  vitalized  to  prepare 
children  to  take  their  place  as  worthy  members  of  the  home  and  society.  ^ 
Where  formerly  a  textbook  sufficed,  a  wide  variety  of  material  is  now  re- 
quired. Such  material  includes  books,  periodicals,  pictures,  slides,  etc.  To 
provide  quick  and  easy  access  to  these,  a  library  within  the  school  is  essential. 

The  library  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  is  now  recognized  as  a 
necessary  feature  of  secondary  school  organization.  The  great  majority  of 
pupils,  however,  unfortunately  leave  school  before  they  reach  the  high  school. 
In  order  to  give  them  an  opportunity  for  self  education,  the  habit  of  turning 
to  books  for  information  and  recreation  should  be  established  early. 

The  books  in  this  bulletin  are  recommended  as  an  initial  purchase  list. 
The  titles  selected  bear  a  close  relation  to  the  courses  of  study  and  represent 
also  the  more  important  selections  from  children's  literature. 

Many  elementary  schools  in  our  State  are  still  destitute  of  reading  matter 
suitable  for  children.  The  value  of  establishing  right  reading  habits  and 
giving  children  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  their  heritage  of  literature  needs  no 
urging.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  nucleus  collection  of  carefully  selected 
books,  prepared  by  Miss  Adeline  Zachert,  may  be  part  of  the  equipment  of 
every  elementary  school  in  the  State.

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THE  LIBRARY  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Value  of  the  Library.  Present  methods  of  education  require  the  use  of 
many  books  to  supplement  class  instruction.  This  is  as  true  of  elementary 
as  it  is  of  secondary  education.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  in  elementary 
schools  to  meet  the  demand  for  easy  access  to  necessary  books  by  equipping 
library  rooms.  Essentials  of  book  selection,  furnishings,  and  equipment,  as 
well  as  problems  of  library  administration,  are  becoming  as  definitely  re- 
cognized in  elementary  schools  as  have  the  nationalized  standards  for 
libraries  in  high  schools. 

Purpose  of  the  Library  Room.  This  room  is  to  serve  as  a  place  in  which, 
under  teacher  supervision,  pupils  may  be  trained  to  acquire  the  reading  and 
study  habit.  Here  pupils  should  be  taught  how  to  supplement  their  school 
studies  by  the  use  of  books  other  than  texts,  and  to  learn  how  to  use  refer- 
ence books  and  library  tools  easily  and  effectively. 

The  library  should  in  every  way  be  considered  as  a  Book  Laboratory,  and 
should  be  conducted  as  a  recognized  activity  of  the  school.  Once  the  value 
of  the  library  has  been  demonstrated  by  actual  experience,  it  will  soon  be  in 
use  every  hour  of  the  school  day.  Here  teachers  will  bring  their  classes  at 
scheduled  times  for  directed  study  periods  and  practical  demonstrations  in 
the  use  of  library  books.  Such  library  periods  should  stimulate  wider  reading 
in  the  group  and  give  opportunity  for  oral  expression.  There  should  be 
class  instruction  in  the  use  of  books  and  library  tools. 

A  very  important  function  of  the  school  library  is  the  provision  of  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  leisure  reading  material.  There  should  be  at  least  one  period 
each  week  when  books  may  be  drawn  from  the  library  for  home  use.  The 
school  librarian,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  has  here  an  opportunity 
to  develop  good  reading  habits  by  supplying  "The  right  book  to  the  right 
child  at  the  right  time." 

Appropriation.  A  definite  annual  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
library  should  be  provided.  A  dollar  per  pupil  per  year  for  books,  periodicals, 
and  library  supplies  is  the  generally  accepted  standard.  This  amount  should 
be  appropriated  until  the  school  owns  a  collection  averaging  at  least  three 
library  books  per  pupil.  The  maintenance  of  the  library  service  should  not 
depend  upon  incidental  sources  of  money,  such  as  school  entertainments  and 
gifts. 

Books.  The  most  important  factor  in  the  school  library  next  to  the 
librarian  is  the  book  collection.  This  should  include  books  which  are  con- 
sulted for  definite  points  of  information  and  those  which  must  remain  in  the 
library  for  consultation  purposes  at  all  times,  and  also  books  to  be  loaned 
for  home  use.  The  books  referred  to  in  the  various  courses  of  study  should 
be  a  part  of  the  school  library. 

Textbooks.  Supplementary  readers  and  all  duplicate  copies  of  textbooks, 
should  not  be  considered  a  part  of  the  school  library.  They  should  be 
shelved  in  supply  cupboards. 

Book  Ordering.  It  is  advisable  to  order  library  books  through  a  reputable 
book  dealer.  A  discount  of  at  least  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  list  price  is  usually 
allowed. 
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Binding.  As  the  books  are  meant  primarily  for  home  readmg  and  will, 
therefore,  receive  hard  usage,  the  larger  books  and  those  not  obtainable  m 
school  editions  should  be  bought  in  reinforced  binding.  Books  m  reinforced 
binding  far  outlast  those  in  ordinary  publishers'  binding  and  are  thus  cheaper. 

Two  thin  coats  of  clear  shellac  applied  with  a  broad  brush  will  preserve 
the  attractive  covers  of  books  and  prolong  their  usefulness.  When  soiled, 
the  books  may  be  cleaned  with  a  damp  cloth. 

Visual  Instruction  Material.  Visual  aids  in  classroom  instruction  should 
be  recorded  in  the  library.  The  library  in  the  smaller  centers  should  borrow 
and  distribute  to  the  teachers,  material  available  from  public  and  private 
agencies  such  as  museums,  city,  state,  or  national  bureaus  or  departments, 
factories  and  business  houses. 

"  Furniture  and  Equipment.  All  equipment  for  the  library  should  be  supplied 
bv  the  school  directors  on  the  same  basis  as  that  of  other  school  ^^boratories, 
sLh  as  the  manual  arts,  domestic  science,  etc.  This  equipment  should  m- 
clude  low  shelving,  not  more  than  five  shelves  high,  with  ten  inch  spaces 
bett en  shelves,  and  eight  inches  deep.  These  are  so  simple  of  construction 
that  the  school  carpenter  or  the  pupils  in  the  woodworkmg  department  can 
eas  ly  construct  them.  Blueprint  designs  of  shelving  and  of  other  necessary 
equipment  may  be  secured  upon  request  to  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction. 

Plain  tables  without  drawers  or  footboards,  and  seating  not  "^ore  than 
six  pupils  are  best.  Well  built  chairs  without  arms  should  be  selected.  A 
vertical  information  file  for  pamphlets,  pictures,  and  other  material  should 
be  provided. 

Librarian.  The  most  important  factor  of  the  school  library  is  the  librarian 
Her  status  should  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  best  elementary  grade  teachers. 
She  should  have  had  library  training  in  an  accredited  library  school. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  organize  the  library  and  look  after  all  details  of  administration. 

To  teach  the  use  of  books  and  library  tools  through  close  cooperation  with 

all  the  departments  of  the  school. 
To  encourage  recreational  reading. 

To  make  recommendations  to  the  principal  of  the  school  concerning  the 
administrative  policy,  materials,  and  books  for  the  library. 

To  assist  the  teachers  of  the  school  in  securing  material  for  their  teaching, 
by  n  els  of  purchasing  lists,  to  make  suggestions  concerning  mter-library 
Lans  and  to  make  recommendations  concerning  sources  of  free  material. 

Library  Service.  In  schools  having  an  enrollment  of  5001  pupils  or  more 
a  Hbrarli  should  be  in  charge  of  the  library  for  full  time.  In  smaller 
ihooTs  a  teacher-librarian  should  devote  a  proportionate  number  of  periods 
to  library  service.  In  every  case  such  service  should  be  the  responsibihty 
°i  a  1  brarian  or  teacher  definitely  assigned  to  this  important  activity  of  the 
Jri  lssiv  elementary  school.  The  Teacher  Placement  Bureau  o  the  De- 
pStCent  of  Public  Instruction  will,  upon  request,  suggest  names  of  librarians 
or  teacher-librarians. 


Classroom  Libraries.  In  schools  where  library  rooms  have  not  yet  been 
established,  the  use  of  classroom  libraries  is  recommended.  A  list  of  books 
suited  for  such  libraries,  with  full  directions  for  their  use,  may  be  had  upon 
request  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Books  for  First  Purchase.  The  list  in  this  bulletin  has  been  carefully 
selected  with  the  cooperation  of  experts  in  the  subjects  of  the  elementary 
curriculum.    It  is  of¥ered  as  a  suggestive  list  of  books  for  first  purchase. 

The  list  is  in  two  parts,  reference  books  and  books  for  general  reading. 
The  reference  books  provide  the  fact  material  and  collateral  subject  matter 
helpful  to  both  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  development  of  lessons  and  as- 
signments. The  classification  of  the  books  is  based  on  the  organization  and 
requirements  of  the  State  Courses  of  Study.  The  graded  list  represents  the 
selection  of  those  books  which  are  of  general  interest  to  pupils.  These 
books  should  awaken  the  reading  interests  of  children,  and  should  develop 
a  taste  for  choice  recreational  reading.  They  are  intended  for  home  reading 
and  for  class  discussion.

It  is  advisable  to  order  library  books  through  the  nearest  large  book 
dealer.  A  discount  of  at  least  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  list  price  is  usually  al- 
lowed. Books  which  are  likely  to  receive  hard  usage,  such  as  fiction,  should 
be  bought  in  re-enforced  binding.    This  will  result  in  ultimate  saving  of 
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rebinding  and  mending  costs.  Re-enforced  or  resewed  books  far  outlast 
those  in  ordinary  publishers'  binding  and  are  thus  cheaper  in  the  end.  ine 
order  list  should  give  author,  title  and  publisher.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
state  the  price  as  this  changes  frequently.
